The second semi-annual meeting of the National Paper Trade 
Association of the United States was held at the Nicollet Hotel, 
Minneapolis, Minn., on Wednesday and Thursday of last week. 
The meeting was called to order by the president, J. E. Linde. 
Col. F, P. Wright, president of the Northwestern Paper Dealers’ 
Association, delivered the following address, welcoming the dele- 
gates: 

“As president of the Northwestern Paper Dealers’ Association, 
it is my very pleasant duty to welcome you to this meeting. 
Imagine a most earnest St. Paul man welcoming you to Minne- 
apolis. It may be that you are now to see the fulfilment of the 
proverb, ‘The lion and the sheep shall lie down together,’ but I 
do welcome you most heartily, and I believe and hope that the 
discussions that will take place here will be for each others’ 
interest.

The President then presented his report: 

REPORT OF PRESIDENT J. E. LINDE. 

While we have many reasons to feel encouraged with the suc- 
cess thus far attained by this association in bringing about har- 
monious relations among the paper merchants of this country— 
while we must feel gratified with the sense of solidarity and 
community of interests produced in the trade by our -efforts—and 
while we are justified in congratulating ourselves upon the growth 
in the number of constituent associations and the large increase 
in the individual membership, all of which has enlarged and 
broadened our influence with and earned the respect of the manu- 
facturers of this country, we must still regard our work up to 
date as mainly preliminary. 

We have developed slowly, conservatively, but surely, step by 
step. We have educated our colleagues to appreciate the value 
of organization—we have overcome prejudices and opposition 
until to-day we have attained-a strong position and a member- 
ship sufficiently large to encourage the belief that this preliminary 
work has progressed sufficiently to enable us to decide upon a 
definite policy and pursue that policy firmly and unflinchingly. 
This policy should be based upon what we conceive to be just 
and equitable lines, broad enough to conserve the rights of others, 
liberal enough. to avoid giving offense, but vigilant and firm in 
protecting and defending our own rights. 

With this purpose in view your corresponding secretary has 
collected information through the so-called Blue Book, which. 
when properly tabulated and distributed, will enable us to dis- 
criminate between those manufacturers who desire to work with

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THE UNION TO MARKET SICILIAN SULPHUR. 


The Company Operating the Louisiania Mines Has Made an 
Arrangement With Its Italian Competitor Whereby It Is to 
Sell the Sicilian Product Coming to the United States. 


According to trade advices received in New York, the output 
of the Sicilian sulphur wells brought to the United States is to 
be handled exclusively hereafter by the Union Sulphur Com- 
pany, a concern which already dominates the brimstone trade of 
the United States. As a result, trade authorities claim that this 
arrangement will practicaily give a complete monopoly to the 
Union Sulphur Company. Such competition as will hereafter 
exist will originate with the small producers of the far West- 
ern States and unimportant Japanese shipments to Pacific coast 
points. As a result of this supposed deal it is believed that 
prices will be advanced. 

Heretofore, when paper and pulp manufacturers wanted sul- 
phur, there were two sources of supply, either the American 
sulphur or the Sicilian product. The new arrangement is the 
result of the establishment in Sicily of a monopoly through a 
law recently enacted by the Italian government. The aim of 
the Italian law is to regulate and control the production and 
price of sulphur in Italy. The new law went into effect yester- 
day, August 1. 

According to reports from an authoritative source, the man- 
agers of the Italian monopoly have made an arrangement with 
the Société Générale des Soufres, of Paris, to manage the ex- 
port trade to America. This company in turn has made an ar- 
rangement with the Union Sulphur Company, of New York, to 
distribute and control the American market for the imported 
Sicilian sulphur. If the trade reports are correct the deal will 
result in placing the sulphur trade of the country more securely 
in the hands of the Union Sulphur Company. The credit for the 
completion of the trade arrangement is given to Herman Frasch, 
president of the Union Sulphur Company. Mr. Frasch is at 
present in Europe and wi’ return to this country shortly. It 
was said at his office that no information has been received from 
him relative to the establishment of a working agreement with 
the Italian monopoly, although it was admitted that one may 
have been arranged without the knowledge of the New York 
office, and it was also stated that if prices were to be advanced 
the increase could not be made until Mr. Frasch returns from 
abroad. 

The Union Sulphur Company not only competes in the United 
States with the sulphur imported from Sicily but also competes 
abroad with the Sicilian producers, where it can sell the Ameri- 
can product at a lower figure than it costs to produce the 
Sicilian sulphur and still leave a good margin of profit. The 
Union Sulphur Company, which virtually controls the markets of 
the United States, owns the greatest sulphur wells in the world. 
These are near Lake Charles, La., and of the 250,000 tons of sul- 
phur consumed in the United States this one company produces 
and markets more than two-thirds of the total. Mr. Frasch, 
who was formerly employed as a chemist by the Standard Oil 
Company, discovered the wonderful sulphur deposits near Lake 
Charles, La., several years ago and it is due to his efforts that 
the United States has become a factor in the sulphur trade of 
the world. It is reported that he is now a leading figure in the 
Société Générale des Soufres. and through his connection with 
that company was able to obtain the marketing of the Sicilian 
output for the United States for his own company. 


Petition Filed vs. George K. Ross, of Utica Paper Mills. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
Urica, N. Y., July 31, 1906.—A petition in bankruptcy was 
filed last week against George K. Ross, a paper manufacturer 


at Sanquoit, N. Y. This was done by attorneys Grant and 
Wager of this city to protect certain Utica and other creditors 
who have ciaims against Mr. Ross. The papers filed claim that 
judgments have been docketed in the county clerk’s office, which, 
it is claimed, were permitted to be secured by Mr. Ross effect- 
ing preferences in favor of Messrs. T. J. McEvoy & Co. for 
$2,577.36, the Fourteenth Street National Bank of New York, 
three judgments aggregating $3,530.04, and the Burgess Sulphite 
Fibre Company, $704. The petitioning creditors are Charles 
Millar and Son Company for $88.15, Thomas O'Hanlon and Sons 
for $107.80, Harrison Gilmore & Son for $226, and the Hinckley 
Fibre Company, of Hinckley, N. Y., for $843.20. The property 
of Mr. Ross was advertised to be sold at Sanquoit yesterday 
under judgment of the creditors first noted and the latter credi- 
tors in their petition of bankruptcy stated that if the sale was 
allowed to go on they and other creditors would receive little 
or nothing. Their allegation that the first judgment creditors 
would probably be paid in full caused a postponement of the 
sale. This litigation among the creditors will probably lengthen 
out Mr. Ross’ business troubles quite indefinitely. W. E. T. 


The Providence Paper Co., New Corporation.

Boston, Mass., July 31, 1906.—Stone & Forsyth, having owned 
the Providence Paper Company, of Providence, R. L, as a 
branch house for the past eight years, disposed of their entire 
interest in the same on July 23. A corporation has been formed 
with Charles M. Butler as president and general manager, and 
George E. Manchester as secretary and treasurer. These two 
gentlemen will continue the business at the same location, 44 
Weybosset street under the same name. 

Mr. Butler has been in the employ of Stone & Forsyth as 
salesman, and later in charge of their Providence branch, for 
some sixteen years. 

Mr. Manchester originally established the Providence Paper 
Company as a firm in 1885, and Stone & Forsyth purchased the 
business from him, making it the nucleus of their Providence 
branch. 

In connection with their change the new proprietors issue 
the following: ‘Corporation Notice.—Charles M. Butler, George 
E. Manchester and William H. Dam have organized a corpora- 
tion to carry on in the city of Providence the business of selling 
paper, articles made of paper, and all similar articles, and have 
purchased of Stone & Forsyth the good-will and name of the 
business formerly carried on by them under the name of the 
Providence Paper Company, and will carry on the same business 
at the same place, 44 Weybosset street. The officers of the 
corporation are: President and general manager, Charles M. 
Butler; treasurer and secretary, George E. Manchester.”

The I. P. Company to Put One Mill 
a Month Under New System. 













As a Result of a Three Days Conference Held Last Week in 
New York an Amicable Agreement Is Reached Whereby 
the Shorter Work-Day Will Be Adopted Gradually. 





After a number of conferences which were held in New York 
on Wednesday, Thursday and part of Friday, last week, the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Papermakers and the International 
Paper Company arrived at an amicable settlement of the ques- 
tion of hours of work in the mills. 

The company granted the eight-hour day as demanded by the 
union and by so doing all possibility of a strike was averted. As 
the agitation for an eight-hour day has been going on among the 
employees at the different mills for some time, the possibility of 
a strike has been a matter of grave concern to the officials of 
the company. 

This agreement which reduces the hours of labor at the mills 
from twelve to eight hours affects thousands of papermakers 
scattered all over the East in the thirty-three mills of the com- 
pany. The arrangement entered into by the union and the com- 
pany was that the eight-hour day or three-tour system, is to 
begin with the largest mill on September 1, and thereafter to be 
adopted in one mill a month according to size until all the mills 
have been included. By this method it will require very nearly two 
years to complete the change. This plan is in keeping with 
the company’s ideas of a gradual change of system rather than 
an immediate and simultaneous change in all the mills, which 
would have no doubt caused a general confusion in the present 
system of conducting the manufacturing department of the busi- 
ness. 

Although no information could be had at the company’s office 
at 30 Broad street, New York, as to whether the present wage 
scale will be continued under the new system, or not, it is gen- 
erally understood that no change will be made. 

Meetings are now being held by the different local organiza- 
tions of the papermakers union at the mills and reports of the 
conference are being made by the delegates who were in at- 
tendance at the meeting, and, according to advices from the 
different mill centers, no dissatisfaction has been expressed by 
any of the members with reference to the agreement entered 
into by the delegates on behalf of their organization. 

This new arrangement will no doubt cause the company an 
increase of fifty per cent. in the cost of manufacturing its prod- 
uct and will probably result in a gradual advance in the price of 
paper in conjunction with the gradual change of the system at 
the mills. 


The Labor Question as Seen at Niagara Falls. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Niacara Fauts, N. Y., July 31, 1906.—The talk of “strike” in 
the International Paper Company's plants is not as strong as it 
was a week ago. The present-agitation for strike for an eight- 
hour or three-tour movement has been fostered and pushed 
along by the pulp wood workers. The pulp men who are in the 
Niagara Falls mill of the International are not in sympathy 
with the movement, so they claim. One of the employees of 
the mill in this city in talking over the situation with your cor- 
respondent states that Secretary Thomas J. Mellor,.of Water- 
town is right in his statement that no demand will be made by 
the papermakers for an eight-hour tour on August 6. 
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President Carey, of the International Brotherhood of Paper 
Makers, has been agitating the matter of an eight-hour shift 
with the various large paper manufacturers of the country and 
has a concession from them that such an agreement will be 
practical next spring. Certain mills have agreed to try it com- 
mencing in June, 1907. President Fitzgerald, of the Pulp 
Makers’ Union, which body has separated from the Pulp Makers, 
who was elected under the promise that he would fight for 
eight hours, is trying to make himself solid with his men by 
making a demand for the concession in August. The paper- 
makers here claim that they are averse to any such radical move 
at present and at the conference held in New York last week 
were represented by Leonard Marion. 

The notices received in this city by the papermakers from some 
point in the East, read as follows: 

“Every papermaker in Niagara Falls who works for the Inter- 
national Paper Company will be affected and every mill of that 
company, which has 33 plants in the United States and Canada, 
will be compelled to grant the men’s demands or fight.” 

This is pretty strong language and bears on its face animosity 
towards the International. The hope is expressed by the union 
leaders that if they can compel the International Paper Com- 
pany to accede to their demands that the other mills throughout 
the country will quickly follow suit. W. E. T. 


Three Tours to Be Given a Trial.

standing that by next spring or by June 1, 1907, they will adopt 
the new system universally then throughout their plants all over 
the United States and Canada.

Three Shift Agitation Will Not Affect Western Mills.

Not only is there no unionism left among the paper 
mills in this State as the result of the late strike, but the men 
are satisfied with existing conditions and there is felt to be no 
reason on either side why the Western milis should be affected 
by whatever might happen of this nature in the East.

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THE TRADE DULL BUT HOPEFUL. 


Notwithstanding the Prevailing Lifelessness of the Demand 
Some Paper Men Report Better Inquiry Which Is Considered 
an Augury of a Good Fall Business—Many Mills “Down.” 


The situation in the New York market remains substantially 
the same as it was during the previous week. The possibility 
of a strike at the mills of the International Paper Company 
had a disquieting effect upon the market. The dealers report 
that they are doing about their usual amount of business for 
this season. It is nothing unusual to hear at this period reports 
of a falling-off in the consumption of wrapping papers, which 
is no doubt due to the summer vacation season, and this seri- 
ously interferes with the retail store trade. The general belief 
that business is unusually dull is traceable not so much to the 
existing conditions in the jobbing trade as to the fact that 
there has been considerable overproduction on nearly all 
grades by the mills. As the outlet for this product is limited 
at this time, the manufacturers have tried to force sales by 
cutting prices, and in consequence quotations generally are 
very low. That prices are now at the lowest possible figure is 
quite obvious in the trade, and from now on a general im-* 
provement in the demand is looked for. When the fall demand 
sets in, a few weeks hence, a stiffening in prices is expected, 
which is expected to relieve the present tension. The natural 
increase in the demand, together with the eagerness of the 
consumer in replenishing depleted stocks, and the high prices 
on raw materials, will no doubt have ‘their effect in advancing 
prices. 


Holyoke Mill Men Well Pleased.

Business so far this ‘week is somewhat quiet with city paper 
jobbers, but with the dawn of the morrow, orders withheld for 
the past two days will no doubt be placed so that the volume of 





trade for the week may average up to the summer standard. 
That trade for July has been very satisfactory in general is 
admitted, the consumptive demand for paper having called for 
a larger tonnage than is usually moved during the middle of the 
summer. Should the coming weeks of August pan out as well 
as the month now closed Boston dealers will not complain very 
seriously of the summer business. With manufacturers, trade 
conditions vary somewhat, some lines of paper moving more 
freely than others; and then again some manufacturers are bet- 
ter situated as regards market outlet. Water conditions through- 
out New England have been very favorable so far this summer, 
so that mill productions have not been much curtailed on that 
account. The tone of the market may seem weak, but no one 
will admit that there is any price-cutting going on. Mill repre- 
sentatives claim to be getting full market prices, while jobbers 
say that no special bargains are coming their way. True it is, 
that prices are very low and likely to continue so for a while, 
but a change for the better is looked for when fall trade gets 
started.

Better Business Looked For in Chicago.

With the close of the month of July, paper men are painting 
roseate reports of its volume of business and prophesying an 
unprecedented fall trade. Regarding prices there is not the 
same atmosphere of satisfaction, for while the amount of busi- 
ness done has been large, orders having come in freely and in 
abundance and the mills having been running full time, the 
prices have been low and the margin of profit has remained 
continuously and with irritating persistency near the vanishing 
mark. This latter weakness for the summer season is expected 
to disappear with the increasing business for the fall months. 

“For us, and I think for practically every paper house, this 
July has been the biggest month of the year 1906,” said Thomas 
C. Bermingham, president of the Bermingham & Seaman Com- 
pany. “The only complaint about the month is that the con- 
sumers may become so accustomed to low prices that they will 
expect them to continue forever. Prices of material have gone 
up in the past months and at the present selling prices the 
profits for the mill men and jobbers are too small. Business will 
increase from now until the busy fall months. Prices are bound 
to go up at the same time, as the consumers will soon find out.” 

Some of the Western mills are said to be turning away orders 
rather than fill them at the figures at which they are ordered. 
In spite of those which are rejected, sufficient remain to keep 
the machines running. Woop. 


Dull But Hopeful in Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, O., July 31, 1906—The trend of business is, of 
course, not upward, but the outlook is promising. A satis- 
factory condition exists for the midsummer season, and if 
trade is to be dull, there is no time, scarcely, when it is 
expected to be much duller than the present. It is the gener- 
ally expressed opinion here that the state of trade is most 
pleasing, seasonably so, and few dissenters are found. Occa- 
sionally it is possible to meet tradesmen who complain, but 
when they have finished talking it is apparent that they are 
as well satisfied with the volume of trade as they were during 
any preceding year within recent date. 

The situation has not vastly changed since last week. In 
so short a time, with activities at low ebb, a material transi- 
tion could not be expected. The old prices are prevailing 
largely, and they are low enough. But in the future can be 
discerned a turn in the road, and gradually but slowly the 
procession moves down the pike, anxious to experience the 
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thrills when the scene shifts. Book has had its knocks, writ- 
ings ditto; and straws of all grades have held on with a slight 
breeze. Altogether, the makers of nearly all kinds of papers 
have met the keen competition, tooth for a tooth, eye for an 
eye, ete., and it is presumed the same program is scheduled 
for the next month at any rate. Just when prices will right 
themselves in all branches, however, cannot be predicted by 
a terrestrial prophet, it is surmised, from remarks heard on 
all sides. The millennium is not at hand just yet. 

Dealers were interested during the past week in the meet- 
ing at Minneapolis, and will follow the results of the national 
convention closely. M. V.

PHILADELPHIA, July 30, 1906.—The accounts of July are being 


closed up. The result is perhaps not one to cause enthusiasm, 
since in general experience trade was a little behind that of 
July a year ago. But when the very exceptional conditions 
which have obtained, locally if the bitterly contested strike 
of the printers and nationally in the disturbance in industrial, 
transportation and. financial circles, are considered, the trade 
is quite well satisfied. To a man there is felt assurance that 
the oncoming fall will be one of big business and profits to all, 
for, despite the dulness, the tendency of the market is upward. 

One large mill, for instance, notified the trade this week 
of an advance of % cent on its manila papers. It also said 
that its orders were fully two months ahead. On the whole, 
manilas and wrappings are going well. The weakness is par- 
ticularly confined to book and news, the latter being perhaps 
through overproduction and the more restricted use of paper 
by the newspapers. Building and roofing papers are being

and through us and those who ignore us or who, through a sel- 
fish but shortsighted policy, interfere with our legitimate business 
and minimize our deserved success. 

Some manufacturers will no doubt criticise such a course and 
call it by some harsh name, but they will be found to be of a 
class that has not earned our consideration and good will, and we 
can well afford to ignore criticism from such a source, particu- 
larly as we know that there are also those who consider it a 
privilege and a benefit to be reported in such a list. One such 
called upon me not long since, and complained because his name 
had been inadvertently omitted from the blue sheets. He said: 
“IT have nothing to lose, but everything to gain by being reported. 
All my friends know what my attitude towards the jobber is.” 
His name now appears on the supplemental list. I trust that you 
will give this important matter your careful consideration. 

In accordance with your instructions at our annual meeting 
the corresponding secretary, with my co-operation, has prepared 
a revised constitution and by-laws which he will lay before you 
for action. I believe it fully covers those points which are am- 
biguous and insufficient at present, and it goes further in that it 
provides the means for continuing the office of corresponding 
secretary, a perpetuation of which I consider essential to effect- 
ually carry out our purposes; in fact, I cannot think of any 
other way by’ which we can accomplish our ends. 

In order to get full value out of that office, however, you must 
make use of it. It is capable of giving excellent service as the 
suggestions in Mr: Ridgway’s report, which I heartily endorse, 
amply show. It should, in short, be used as a regular clearing 
house for the many questions constantly arising. 

I regret that the change in the constitution of the American 
Paper and Pulp Association has not yet had the desired effect 
of bringing the jobbers and manufacturers closer together. It 
was hoped and expected that the machinery provided by the two 
associations would certainly bring about joint meetings of the 
executive boards, but although I have made every effort to bring 
about a meeting I have thus far failed. 

I began to correspond with the president of that association on 
the subject as early as March 7, within one month after our an- 
nual convention, and his answer led me to believe that an early 
meeting would be arranged, but although I continued my efforts 
by correspondence, and a personal visit to him in Holyoke, noth- 
ing has materialized. This is unfortunate, because there are so 
many things to be discussed, so many problems to be solved, 
and this can be done only by co-operation and friendly discus- 
sion by representative manufacturers and dealers. There is the 
standardizing, both as to count and quality of regular papers, the 
false or short weight problem, the regulation of freights, the 
status of the broker, and many other subjects. 

Mr. Ridgway’s suggestion that we make use of our executive 
board in disputes among ourselves and refer disputes between 
jobbers and manufacturers to the joint boards, is in harmony 
with our previously expressed policy and is capable of the widest 
application and the happiest results. It seems strange indeed that 
the manufacturers have not yet awoke to the wisdom of co- 
operating with us. 

I do not wish these remarks to be construed as a criticism, 
however. I simply desire to emphasize the fact that this associa- 
tion is and has been willing and ready to meet the manufacturers 
to discuss in a friendly way these problems. I trust that we may 
have better success in the near future. ' 

The Corresponding Secretary then read the following report 
of his work since the last meeting: 


REPORT OF THE CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. 
“ Gentlemen: Since the annual meeting held last February 


the work of the association has been steadily advanced, and 
has now reached the point where practically all the foundation 
work has been done, and the association is nm a position to 
take such action as it considers wise in the endeavor to bring 
about some of the results sought to be accomplished by its 
organization. 

Information concerning direct competition from the manu- 
facturer has been gathered through the “Blue Book,” and it 
will be placed before you in a separate report. 

The Boston association has taken active measures to interest 
the jobbers throughout New England, and as a result has 
added five new members from cities outside of Boston. The 
Empire State Paper Association, which was admitted to mem- 
bership at the February meeting, has completed its organiza- 
tion, and includes in its membership of twenty-one nearly all 
the paper houses along the line of the New York Central from 
Albany to Buffalo. The membership in the rest of the con- 
stituent associations has remained practically stationary. The 
total individual membership at the present time is 195, as 
against 170 at the February meeting, a gain of twenty-five. 

Your corresponding secretary has attended meetings of the 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Boston and Empire State Paper asso- 
iations, and has made an extended tour through the West, 
visiting Columbus, Dayton, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Denver, Omaha, Chicago, Detroit and Cleveland, 
and is glad to report that conditions in all these cities are in 
a satisfactory state, and that the spirit of co-operation is 
stronger now than ever before, except perhaps in one of these 
cities, where a number of the members expressed a decided 
disapproval of the methods of doing business employed by 
members in some of the neighboring cities. These charges 
practically involve a breach of contract, and were based, as 
far as I was able to learn, upon reports of salesmen. To 
allow such a feeling of distrust to exist will do this association 
irreparable injury, for it is impossible to accomplish any of 
its objects unless the members have confidence one in an- 
other. 

It has been suggested that whenever a member believes he 
has reasonable cause to complain of the business methods of 
a fellow-member, he reduce the same to writing and submit 
it, together with such proofs as he may have, to the corre- 
sponding secretary, who shall make an investigation and re- 
port the facts to the executive board for its consideration and 
action. The opinion has been expressed that nine out of ten 
such, complaints will prove to be without foundation, but even 
should the complaint be established, measures could be taken 
by the executive board which would restore the confidence 
so necessary for the success of the association. 

The manufacturer is likewise only too ready to believe all 
the evil he hears concerning the way the jobber markets his 
paper, and much of this ill feeling would be dispelled if the 
actual facts were ascertained and, if necessary, passed upon 
by our executive board and the executive committee of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association, sitting jointly as an 
arbitration committee. To bring this about, it is recom- 
mended that the association pass a resolution inviting manu- 
facturers to refer such complaints to the executive board of 
this association for investigation. If the investigation does 
not result in convincing the manufacturer of the good faith of 
the jobber, then the case can be passed upon by the joint 
committees. Should the investigation fail to justify the con- 
duct of the jobber, this association can then pass resolutions 
censuring him, and the moral effect of such action should be 
such as to bring about a better feeling between the jobber 
and the manufacturer. 

The question of restriction of territory has been brought 
forward by a number of members, and in partial solution of 
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the question they advocate that this association use its influ- 
ence with all manufacturers, and especially those of book 
papers, to secure the adoption by them of the same selling 
plan now used by the American Writing Paper Company, the 
United States Envelope Company and one or two other mills, 
namely, that of making the price f. o. b. the mill on all de- 
liveries, except to the jobber’s home city. The adoption of 
this plan would protect a jobber in one city from competition 
from a dealer in another, and place all on an equal footing in 
cities where no jobbers exist. There is much to be said for 
and against this proposition, and it is one which this associa- 
tion should act upon, for the reason that a considerable portion 
of its members are in favor of it. 

There is to-day no complete list of brands and trademarks, 
and the attention of your corresponding secretary has been 
called to three or four cases where members have been put 
to great trouble and expense because of that fact. In all of 
these cases the member had consulted the available lists 
before placing his new brand upon the market, only to find 
after incurring advertising expenses, etc., that some other 
jobber or manufacturer had a prior right to the name he had 
adopted. As a remedy for this, the association should either 
establish some means for the registration of trademarks and 
brands, or, if that is deemed unwise, to use its influence in 
making the lists contained in Lockwood’s Trade Directory 
complete. The publishers of that Directory have been con- 
sulted in this regard, and would be more than pleased to 
have the association co-operate with them in bringing and 
keeping their list up-to-date, 

A number of the members have suggested that we follow 
the lead of some of the other trade associations and establish 
a bureau for credit information. There is no doubt that some 
of these associations are giving their members better service 
than can be obtained from any of the commercial agencies, 
but I am informed that to give such service, embracing a 
territory as large as is covered by this association, would entail 
an annual expenditure of at least $10,000 for office force, corre- 
spondents, etc. 

So far as I have been able to learn, only an elaborate system 
would enable the members to dispense with the service of the 
regular mercantile agencies. Nothing short of this has been 
successful, consequently it would seem unwise to saddle upon 
the association such an expense until such time as our organ- 
ization has become more firmly established. 

The meeting then proceeded to hear reports from each of the 
constituent associations. 

Mr. Arthur M. Burr read the following report from the Sec- 
retary of the Boston Paper Jobbers’ Association: 

“Boston, July 13, 1906. 

“The Boston Paper Jobbers’ Association has to report a com- 
paratively uneventful record for the past year. Meetings have 
been held monthly and interest and attendance fully maintained. 
Direct and certain benefits to the members individually have 
resulted from the existence of the organization, personal ac- 
quaintance greatly modifying the previous conditions for the 
better, and rendering the benefits possible. The theory of work- 
ing wholly in unison has not resulted in accomplishment except 
upon broad general lines. 

“The question of credit and collection bureau is unsettled, 
with an apparent tendency towards its adoption. 

“As the white paper and wrapping paper dealers meet differ- 
ing problems, an executive committee from each branch has 
been appointed with powers to act, both meeting in final har- 
monius conclusion. 

“The main troubles of the jobbing trade caused by mills sell- 
ing direct to consumers and brokers are still existent, and little 


if any modification is apparent. Competition, while keen is gen- 


erally kept within safe lines and the influence of the association 
is certainly in evidence in this regard.* 

“Our membership has been increased by the extension of ter- 
ritory to include the New England States, and the cordial re- 
sponse and co-operation from the dealers in Portland, Me., 
Springfield, Worcester, Holyoke and Lowell has been a gratify- 
ing evidence of the value of the association. 

“(Signed) Ww. B. Livermore, 
“Secretary.” 

Mr. Burr: It may interest you to. know that our association 
has a membership of twenty-one. Our meetings are held after 
the close of business in conjunction with an informal supper. 
Different trade questions are discussed and experiences ex- 
changed, from which comes much good. A majority of our 
members is usually in attendance at these meetings. Recently 
President Linde attended one of them and at a previous occa- 
sion Mr. Ridgway was present. 

William E. Ebbets, president of The Paper Association of 
New York City, in the course of his report referred to the 
genuine expressions of sorrow in the New York trade over 
the death, last February, of Hazard Lasher, and added that 
“prior to the formation of our. association this expression 
would have been lacking, and if nothing else has been accom- 
plished in our several associations, it has surely been worth 
while.” 

Mr. Ebbets called attention to the possible benefit to be 
derived from the division of membership of the American 
Paper and Pulp Association, by which the dealers can become 
associate members of the association. He also referred to the 
good work being done by the credit and collection bureaus 
of his association. Mr, Ebbets cited the response of the New 
York paper men to the call for aid for San Francisco as an 
instance of the liberality and genuine good in the hearts of 
the trade of that city. 

R. P. Andrews, of the Baltimore Paper Trade Association, 
read a letter from President B. F. Bond. A copy of the letter 
follows: 

“The Baltimore Paper Trade Association extends its hearty 
greeting to the National Association in its semi-annual meeting. 

“Our local association has had the usual number of meetings, 
which have been more largely attended than in the past. We 
feel that the new members, who have been added to our associa- 
tion from the District of Columbia, Maryland and Virginia will 
add greatly to our influence and benefit in the trade. 

“We have recently had cause to complain to a certain manu- 
facturer, because of his selling direct to a consumer in Balti- 
more. Our executive committee very promptly took up the 
matter with him and we are pleased to say we have had a letter 
saying that hereafter he would refrain from selling anyone 
except dealers in Baltimore, and he explained the peculiar cir- 
cumstances about the order. He secured the order direct, be- 
cause a local concern could not sell this particular customer, 
and advised the manufacturer to take it direct, in spite of the 
fact that the order had always been taken by one or another of 
our local houses. We have also taken this matter up with the 
local houses, and we feel confident that there will be no re- 
currence of such trouble. 

“Our association has not endeavored to control prices except 
for broken reams, though we think that this matter might be 
safely undertaken with some grades of goods. The advance of 
two cents per pound for broken reams of flat paper is being 
rigidly maintained, and we believe other associations would 
secure this same advance, if they ask, because surely one cent 
per pound does not pay for the trouble, loss and extra work 
occasioned by supplying and delivering very small lots of paper. 

“We hope the matter of interchange of credit information 
will be thoroughly discussed in your present meeting. 

“(Signed) B. F. Bonp, President.” 
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Mr. Andrews also stated that his association had passed a 
resolution in favor of an interchange of credit information which 
he believed would work a great deal of good to the members. 
Delinquents are reported to the secretary of the association who 
distributes the information among the members. It is optional 
with members to sell such delinquents or not. There is no such 
thing as a blacklist. 

President O. A. Miller, of the Central States Paper Dealers’ 
Association, being called, said: 

“TI have no formal report. I wish to say only that I feel much 
gratified by the good attendance here to-day. I believe Mr. 
Smith can report for our association.” 

Thomas F. Smith, of Louisville, Ky., said: ‘ 

“TI have not prepared a written statement. I believe all our 
members are working in harmony except a few, and these we 
expect to get into line. The greatest evil that confronts us is 
the fact that manufacturers are selling direct to the consumer. 
It is the most disturbing element at the present.” 

R. H. Thompson, of the Empire State Paper Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, reported: 

“We started our association with twelve members, and have 
since increased to twenty-one. We have begun to report de- 
linquent debtors and are deriving a great deal of benefit there- 


from. We are not large, but we are in harmony and working“ 


well together.” 

John Leslie, president of the Western Paper Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, referred to Mr. Gillette, of Chicago, for a report on that 
association. Mr. Gillette stated that he had nothing particu- 
larly new to report. We are, he said, like the Boston association, 
a good deal of a dinner club, getting together for luncheon dur- 
ing which we talk over existing abuses and then work for their 
elimination. Most of these have gradually been removed and 
we have little fault to find. Mr. Kimbark is perhaps better 
qualified to talk on this subject than I 

Mr. Kimbark said: “One feature “has. occurred go me with 
regard to the Western Paper Dealers’ Association. It is the 
parent of all the paper associations in this country, being or- 
ganized in 1889. It covers a territory of 2,000 miles and includes 
nearly all the dealers in this area. I believe it would be ad- 
visable to form a separate association of the Missouri_River 


dealers. There are a number of houses- in Omaha, Kawsas City’ 


and St. Louis, and Denver, too, might be taken in.” 

I. W. Carpenter, of the Western Paper Dealers’ Association, 
being asked for an opinion, expressed himself in favor of Mr. 
Kimbark’s idea. He also made an interesting verbal report on 
conditions in his section... He was followed by Archie Carpenter, 
of Denver, who spoke of the harmony existifig among the 
dealers in his, city. He said: “We are so far from the mills 
that we frequently run out of stock and then we accommodate 
one another freely.” 

E. J. Stillwell, of the Northwestern Paper Trade Association, 
spoke in the same vein and praised the disposition of the mem- 
bers of his association to exchange credit information. 

Messrs. F. L. McClellan, Woodbridge, Rogers and Leslie all

On motion, the meeting then adjourned until Friday, the 27th, 
at 9.30. 

Fray Session. 

The convention was called to order by President Linde at 
10 o'clock, and the roll-call was responded to by the same 
delegates as were present at the opening session. 

R. P. Andrews, of Washington, D. C., representing the 
Baltimore Paper Trade Association, read an interesting report, 
in which he made a very strong plea for the interchange of 
“ledger facts,” whereby bad aécounts could be minimized. 

The meeting then proceeded to the consideration of the 
recommendations contained in the report of the correspond- 
ing secretary. 

On motion of Mr. Leslie, seconded by Mr. Ebbets, it was 
resolved that the president offer to the constituent associa- 
tions the services of the corresponding secretary for the 
investigation of all questions between members which cannot 
satisfactorily be disposed of locally, and that the>results of 
such investigation be placed before the executive board for 
arbitration. 

The executive board reported that, acting under the new 
constitution and by-laws, it had levied the following amounts 
against each constituent association as dues, yes on 
November 1:

W. F. McQuillan moved that sufficient copies of the constitu- 
tion and by-laws including a list of members be printed for dis- 
tribution among the constituent associations. Motion passed. 

Messrs. Leslie and McClellan for the Northwestern Asso- 
ciation, then distributed beautiful watchguards as souvenirs of 
the occasion. 

Mr. Burr moved a vote of thanks to the Northwestern Asso-

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CHICAGO PAPER DEALERS ATTACKED. 


The Organ of the Printers in a Plea for “ Association” Blames - 
Everything on the Paper Dealers. 


Drop of Ink, the official organ of the Ben Franklin Club, 
an association of Chicago printers, comes out with an attack 
on the Chicago paper dealers in the July number. 

The Ben Franklin Club, be it said, stands for improvement 
in the printing business. It comes out strongly for “education” 
of the members of the craft, that “education” whiclt means 
better prices, less keenness of competition, “ways and means 
to offset the evil effects of out-of-town competition,’ to “establish 
some arrangement whereby printers will be protected by the 
paper houses in the matter of paper, supplies, printing of 
envelopes, etc.,”” and various other laudable plans for the better- 
ment of the business. It clearly states, however, that it has 
“no purpose to fix prices, nor to tell its members whom. to 
employ or what wage scale to pay—nevertheless the official 
organ of the club deals in some figures. It cites bids for 
printing city ballots, concerning which it says: “Look these 
figures over, study them, and ask yourself what the printing 
business needs. Surely your answer must be ‘Association’.’ 

Possibly the Ben Franklin Club would, after all; like to 
have something to say about prices—and why not? Certainly 
the paper dealer wishes the printer to thrive and prosper. 
Should the printer, in general, and the Ben Franklin Club in 
particular, wish less for the paper dealer? 

In its article of attack on the paper dealer the official organ 
says that “for many years printers have had to contend with 
numerous obstacles in the shape of premeditated impediments 
from sources which depend upon printers for 90 per cent, of 
their business.” Surely the wide divetgence of the bids for 
ballots was not the fault of the paper dealer. 

The broken package rate comes in for abuse as being ex- 
cessive. The charge for cutting is referred to as a scheme for 
“squeezing” the small printer, and vague charges are made 
that the paper dealer resorts to various-sharp practices to rob 
the printer of his customer in envelopes and paper supplies. 

The Ben Franklin Club and the official organ are to be com- 
mended for any legitimate efforts to better the condition of 
the business, but its attack on the paper dealers is not likely 
to lead to the establishment of those “arrangements” with 
the trade which it desires to make. 


Canadian Railroads Bought by Delaware & Hudson R. R. 
[7ROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

MontTrREAL, Que., July 31, 1906.—A cablegram from London 
England, makes the announcement that the Imperial Privy 
Council has confirmed the sale of the Quebec Southern, the 
South Shore and Richelieu Valley railroads to the Delaware and 
Hudson Company, of New York State. This is the deal put 
through by Senator Beique, of Quebec, whereby the D. & H. 
secured these roads so as to reach the great pulp wogd™for- 
ests of Quebec and secure wood for the various mills along its 
line. Senator Beique bought the properties for the D, & H. for 
$1,051,000. These lines were in liquidation. The sale was con- 
tested in the Canadian courts on the ground that separate bids 
for the different properties totalled more than the combined 
bid of the Delaware and Hudson Company.. A Mr. White, one 
of the creditors of the railroads, in behalf of himself and other 
creditors, brought action to have the sale set aside and carried 
the case along through the various: provincial and Dominion 
courts until it was —— to the Privy Council in England, the 
court of last appeal, which decided in favor of the railroad pur- 
chaser. It is stated on excellent authority that the Delaware 
and Hudson is planning to extend the line from Sorel on the 


St. Lawrence to Levis and eventually Quebec. This would give 
a northern terminus which will be of important advantage in 
securing lumber and pulp wood from the almost inexhaustable 
timber limits of the Province of Quebec. W.2 &

After the business meetings of the association, which were 
held on the mornings of Thursday and Friday, so as not to 
interfere with the arrangements for entertaining, the balance 
of both days was reserved for pleasure, and so well were the 
plans laid that everybody in attendance was afforded one con- 
tinuous round of enjoyment. After luncheon on Thursday 
all those present were taken on a sight-seeing tour, by trolley, 
of both cities, Minneapolis and St. Paul, and on the trip all 
points of interest and places of particular importance were 
seen and their history explained to the visitors. Upon the 
return ride a stop was made at the St. Paul Commercial Club 
for dinner. The dining room was very tastefully decorated 
for the occasion and supplemented by a complete orchestra, 
which entertained the guests with some very fine selections 
while dinner was being served. Covers were laid for about 
fifty. In the evening a trip down the Mississippi by boat was 
made, and many well-known points on that famous stream 
were visited. The steamer was specially chartered for the trip. 

The festivities on Friday were started by the ladies of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul giving a luncheon to the visiting 
ladies, some nine in all, at which gold enameled hatpins were 
presented to the visitors as souvenirs of the occasion. After 
luncheon the ladies joined the men, and the whole party were 
taken on a trolley trip to Lake Minnetonka, where a boat 
was in waiting to take them on a tour of the upper part of the 
lake.

The Inland Daily Press Association Awards Its Contract to the 
Manufacturers’ Paper Co., and Thereby Shelves for a Year 
Its “ Grievance” That the Dealers Are in Collusion. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Cuicaco, Ill., July 31, 1906.—After two attempts and an appeal 
for assistance to the attorney-general of the State, the Inland 
Daily Press Association has awarded its contract for paper for 
the season of 1906-1907 to the Manufacturers’ Paper Company 
at a figure approximating $1.90 f. o. b. mills. The specifications 
on which the bids were asked called for between 6,000 and 7,000 
tons of paper in the season. Of this it is not expected that more 
than 2,500 to 3,000 tons will be taken. Last year the association 
used about 140 cars. 

The paper men did not make any rush to secure this season's 
contract, and the association adopted unusual tactics to secure 
action. The whole trouble arose from the theory held by the 
rural editors that they should secure their paper at the same 
low figure at which the contract was signed in the immediately 
preceding years. After considerable vain playing to the galleries 
they modified their views. 

Invitations for bids were first sent out and a meeting held in 
the rooms of the Chicago Press Club about the middle of July. 
When these bids were opened they were found to be higher 
than last year and other objections were raised against them by 
various of the publishers. The entire lot of bids was thrown out. 

The bidders at this meeting were: The J. W. Butler Paper 
Company, Chicago; Bradner Smith & Co., Chicago; The Graham 
Paper Company, St. Louis; The Manufacturers’ Paper Company, 
Chicago; The International Paper Company, Chicago office, and 
the Cheboygan Paper Company, Cheboygan, Mich. 

A committee of five was appointed by the editors to wait 
upon the attorney-general of the State of Illinois at Springfield, 
and lay before him their grievance. The bidders were notified 
of the same grievance in the letters which returned the bids» It 
was to the effect that the members of the association were con- 
vinced that there was collusion among the bidders and that they 
should be criminally prosecuted under the anti-trust laws. The 
bidders were notified also that new bids would be received, and in 
the meantime the committee carried out its share of the pro- 
gram and used up considerable “editorial transportation” travel- 
ing back and forth between Chicago and the State capitol. The 
other editors in the association also tore out enough from their 
free mileage books to take them home long enough to get out 
a couple of weekly editidns and write an assortment of scathing 
They all returned to Chi- 





editorials on the “new paper trust.” 
cago last weck. 

The second meeting was held in the Great Northern Hotel. 
A letter was received from the Graham Paper Company tartly 
informing the rural editors that it was not in any trust, had 
submitted its bid in good faith, supposing they would receive 
it in the same spirit, and that it did not care for their business. 
It did not submit a second bid. The Bermingham & Seaman 
Company, of Chicago, was a new bidder and the others were as 
at the former meeting. 

J. C. Brocklebank, second vice-president and manager of the 
Manufacturers’ Paper Company's Chicago office, was disinclined 
to submit a second bid and did not do so until specially urged 
by the executive committee of the association to do so. A 
number of the members were in favor of accepting the Manufac- 
turers’ bid at the first meeting and had he refused to bid again 
the association would have found itself in worse condition than 
ever. Mr. Brocklebank gwas requested to prepare his bid ac- 
cording to the locations of the several score papers. He did so. 
-The other bidders are supposed to have made a flat rate bid for 
the paper at the mills, irrespective of the distance of transpors 


tation.

It is all of the standard 32 pounds at 24x36. The flat rate 
bids averaged 2 cents at the mills. 

“The principal reason why L-entered a bid after the summary 
return of the first bids was because I believed the contract should 
go to Western mills,” said Mr. Brocklebank, Monday. “An 
Eastern mill eventually secured the contract last year. By going 
to Western mills, the paper can be delivered to the different 
publishers with but slight variations for freight. My bid was 
for f. o. b. cars at the mills and a certain additional figured in 
ior each press according to the distanec from the mill. My 
figure was about $1.90 net f. o. b. mills. 

“IT will say that I have placed all the contracts, though I do 
not care to say with what mill or mills. I think the association 
was justified in a way for throwing out the first bids, and for 
that reason I was willing to bid again. The members declared 
that some of the bidders had offered them individual contracts 
at lower figures than the one the same bidder made to the entire 
association.” 

There was a rumor among mill men after the contract was 
awarded that Mr. Brocklebank was experiencing difficulty in fill- 
ing it. “It is an undesirable order,’-declared one mill man. “It 
must be shipped to all parts of the West at irregular times and 
in varying quantities. Some of the presses use sheets and others 
use rolls, Both vary in size and some of the mills do not have 
machines capable of making all the required sizes. Two years 
ago when business was slack Chicago jobbers were eager to get 
the contract. Now many of the mills would prefer to run along 
without it. Prices also have gone up, which accounts for the 
high bids.” i 

The members of the association are editors and publishers of 
weekly, bi-weekly and similar Tong-interval newspapers, scat- 
tered through Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin and Lowa. 
Very few are in adjacent States. In recent years, the contract 
has been awarded as follows: ’ 

In 1905-1906—The St. Regis Paper Company, Watertown, 
N. Y., through the J. W. Butler Paper Company, Chicago. 

In 1904-1905—The Cheboygan Paper Company, Cheboygan, 
Mich., through E: J. Cady & Co., Chicago. 

In 1903-1904—Bradner Smith & Co., Chicago, through the Gen- 
eral Paper Company, Chicago.

Ground Wood Paper in Cases Duty Free in Cuba.

The midsummer meeting of the National Paper Trade Asso- 
ciation, held last week at Minneapolis, emphasized the fact that 
the distributing branch of the industry has, in a few years, de- 
veloped an effective organization that must be reckoned with. 
That it means to follow, to their ultimate conclusion, the pur- 
poses of the organization is evidenced by their separation of 
manufacturers into those who are co-operating with the dealers 
in the sale of paper and those who are antagonistic to their aims.

On such hopeless cases little time should 
be wasted. Against those who are riding two horses, the dealer 
and the consumer, the crusade should be waged. By hitting such 
mill owners on one leg their attention can be attracted. If or-

According to this 
conception the trouble is not one of overproduction but of faint- 
heartedness in the sales departments of both the mill and the 
jobber. The mill man seeking business has his prices driven down 
and the ‘salesmen of the dealers in their turn beat down each 
others’ prices by too sharp competition, the consumer deriving 
the benefit thereby. 

As to the remedy, the opinion is advanced that less keenness 
for business on the part of all would brighten up conditions 
materially. That there is good philosophy in this, overproduc- 
tion or no overproduction, there is no question. It is, therefore, 
for all hands to abate a little in the strife and resolve to do 


business only at a reasonable profit, .nd at netht.g less.

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ELECTROLYTIC BLEACHING. 


The Operation of This Method Described and Its Advantages 
Outlined—It Has Proven to Be Simple, Cheap, Clean, 
Efficacious and Practicable—Its Off-Water Pure. 


(Continued from the Paper Trape JourNnat of July 12.) 

The electrodes used in these bleaching electrolyzers are 
distinguished by great durability and a low price. They are 
obtainable at any time, and are not subject to a change of 
cost. The installation of new electrode plates, necessitated 
after a long-continued operation, can be performed by every 
workman, and would hardly cause any interruption of the 
normal process. The bi-polar electrodes have been preferred 
because they offer the practical advantage of requiring only 
the regulation of two contacts in the whole apparatus. This 
arrangement, applied by Dr. Oettel during the last 17 years, 
has proved its excellence. The operation of the entire plant is 
equally simple and practicable, 

The genera] arrangement of the electrolytical bleach appar- 
atus consists practically of a mixing tank for dissolving salt, 
and of the electrolytic apparatus. The vessels for collecting 
the bleaching lye can be placed wherever they are most con- 
venient. 

The salt tank should be well tarred and provided with a 
strong agitator with wooden paddles. The outlet valve 
placed a short distance above the bottom to allow space for 
sediment, and a bottom valve allows the temporary cleaning 
of the settling part. 

In order to produce a salt solution of from 10° to 11° Bé., 
we add 500 liters of water to about 55 kilos of salt. After 
skimming off the impurities, the mixture is well agitated, and 
after that operation it is allowed two hours’ time for settling 
before being used for filling the apparatus with the salt solu- 
tion. The same is run through a filter over the developing 
vessel. 

After closing the current, the above-described automatic 
circulation of the lye takes place. In order to avoid injury by 
overheating, the inlet of cooling water is regulated so that the 
temperature between the cells of the apparatus will not rise 
above 35° C. An additional or special attendance to the appar- 
atus is not required. 

At the beginning the contents of chlorine in the circulating 
lye should be tried titrimetrically from hour to hour, but this 
can soon be discontinued, because the electrolyzers operate 
with such perfect regularity that it is soon found easy to tell 
the chlorine concentration during the different stages of the 
operation. 

When the desirable amount of chlorine has been collected— 
for instance, after 5 or 10 hours—the current is disconnected, 
and the finished, perfectly clear and highly concentrated 
bleaching lye is ready for use. Afterward the apparatus is 
filled again, and is ready for the renewal of the simple opera- 
tion, 

The paper and cellstuff bleacher should be informed that, 
owing to the high concentration of chlorine in the above appar- 
atus, the usual customary bleaching methods may be continued, 
as practiced in the old way. A special advantage, however, 
may be gained by the papermaker using the electrolytic bleach, 
in the avoidance of the troublesome and unwholesome solution 
of large quantities of chloride of lime, and further, by avoiding 
the encumbrance of limé remnants that form a calamity in the 
vicinity of many mills. The off-waters of the electrolytic 
bleach, being pure and free from solid matter, can be dis- 
charged into the river Water without producing any harmful 
consequences, unlike the chloride of lime lyes, that are never 
: entirely utilized, and cause turbidness in the river water, so 








1s 
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that their outlet into the river is not allowed by many towns. 

That such lyes are of great advantage in the bleaching of 
paper stuff is proven by the fact that the electrolytic bleach lye, 
being free from alkalies, will not injure the fibre, and that the 
sizing of paper is therefore performed without any difficulty. 
Owing to the greater bleaching capacity of the electrolytic 
chlorine and the rapidity of its diffusion, the bleaching process 
is considerable shortened, and, at least during the summer- 
time, the bleaching bath requires no warming by steam. 

The changing of a chloride of lime into an electrolytic 
bleaching arrangement is performed without difficulties, espe- 
cially as the expense required is limited in most cases to the 
installation of the electrolyzer. 


NEWS FROM THE MILLS. 





The Thilmany Pulp and Paper Company, of Kaukauna, Wis., 
is expecting to receive this week a new Corliss steam engine for 
operating its No. 4 tissue machine. 

The new Potsdam Paper Mills are nearly ready for operation. 
The mills will be supplied with electric power by the Hannawa 
Falls Power Company, the transmission line now being complete 
and ready for use. 


E. R. Hawkins, employed in the mill of the Riverside Fibre 
and Paper Company, at Appleton, Wis., as fireman in the boiler 
house, fell into one of the Dutch oven furnaces one day last week 
and was somewhat singed before being rescued. 


The repairs on the old Berkshire Mills at Dalton are progres- 
sing satisfactorily and it is expected that the mill will be ready 
to resume operations next week. There is a considerable amount 
of work being done at the mill which is being put in first-class 
condition. 


The Kimberly and Clark Company is maturing its plans for 
the improvement of the wood room and grinder room of the 
pulp mill in connection with the mill at Niagara, Wis. Work 
has not yet been started but will be undertaken as soon as plans 
are thoroughly worked out. 


It is announced that the water power at Neenah, Wis., is to 
be assessed separately this year for purposes of taxation, being 
put in at a valuation of about $100,000. There is considerable 
difference of opinion as to what the result will be and as to 
whether or not it will be in the nature of double taxation, and 
whether it will amount to adding the above sum to the tax roll. 

The Thilmany Pulp and Paper Company, of Kaukauna, Wis., 
is receiving coal by water and expects to put in a stock pile of 
from 4,000 to 5,000 tons. This will be sufficient to run the mill 
through the winter. Probably in the future the company will 
bring in all its coal by water, as its plant is located on the bank 
of the navigation canal, where it can be unloaded directly from 
the barges onto the stock pile. 

The No. 2 mill of the Whiting Paper Company, Holyoke, 
Mass., closed Saturday for a week, when the usual summer re- 
pairs will be made. The mill of the Byron Weston Company, 
at Dalton, was also shut down for ten days. All of the other 
Holyoke mills closed Wednesday evening for the rest of the week 
and there was considerable hustling earlier in the week to get 
all business in such shape that it could wait for the mills to 
resume operations Monday. 


William Hall, a papermaker employed by the Lockport Paper 
Company in their mill in Niagara Falls, N. Y., killed himself 
accidefitallylast week, by drinking some Jiguid caustic or potash, 
mistaking it for water.’ Hall. with othér employees’ of the mill, 
was working in the basement moving stoves. He expressed 
himself as being thirsty and took up a bottle which he thought 
contained water and took a draught of it.

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TO URGE ADOPTION OF CREDIT SYSTEM. 


The Philadelphia Paper Trade Association to Wrestle with the 
Question of Credits—Will Follow Baltimore Method. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, July 30, 1906.—For years the paper trade of this 
city has been struggling, as doubtlessly has been the case else- 
where, with the vexatious question of the regulation of credits. 
Time after time a plan of meeting the issue was discussed, but 
fruition never came because methods differed too widely and 
harmonious relationship was not possible. 

Conditions have now changed and to such an extent that the 
Board of Directors of the Paper Trade Association at its meet- 
ing’ on Thursday last determined that the time was ripe for 
action. Accordingly it was resolved that the credit question 
should be attacked with the vigor a united trade now can give it 
and should be pressed to a solution. The question was deemed 
sO.urgent that it was determined to take it up even amid the 
distractions of summer time. It is not likely that a definite plan 
will.be put into practice—indeed, the need for it hardly will ex- 
ist—until fall, But meanwhile every detail will be considered in 
the-hope of reaching perfection before that time. ; 

In a general way the credit regulation to be adopted here will 
follow that in successful operation in Baltimore. There will 
be no published blacklist, no formal published lists of any kind; 
but there will be such arrangements as will protect the trade 
from bad debts if the trade will take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities that are offered. Because there are so many legal ob- 
stacles to be surmounted, no definite statements are made. But 
those familiar with the whole question declare that the plans 
to protect the trade will be effective. 

These will deal, of course, most largely with the jobbing 
trade, for, since the last few months, a change has taken place 
in the character of the Paper Trade Association. There have 
resigned such manufacturers as Dill and Collins, the Scott Paper 
Company, the Charles J. Cohen and Sons’ Company, Thomas 
M. Royal and James S. Barber, Lindsay Brothers, and J. B. 
Thomas. The membership, however, is now twenty-seven and it 
includes every jobber of prominence in the city with two ex- 
ceptions. An effort will be made to secure their membership.

New Paper and Pulp Mill for Ottawa, Ontario.

Work will 
be rushed immediately upon the plant and it is stated by the 
promoters that the new product will be on the Canadian market 
within three months’ time. The arrangements for the Ottawa 
plant have been made by John Joly, the manager of the Messena 
plant.

J. L. N. Smythe Co. to Have Well Equipped Warehouse. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, July 30, 1906.—Through the purchase by the 
J. L. N. Smythe Company of the building at 507 Ludlow street, 
lately occupied by E. J. Spangler & Co., historic in trade annals 
through the association of the old Hampshire Paper Company 
with it, there has been laid the foundation of an important addi- 
tion to the Philadelphia jobbing trade. The Smythe Company 
is now making extensive insprovements to the building to fit it 
for its purpose of a general paper warehouse, featuring manilas 
and wrappings, books and news. 


The building is a five-story, substantial iron-front structure, 
in the very heart of the paper district. On the first floor will be 
the offices of the partners, Messrs. Smythe, Pratt and their as- 
sociates and the shipping department. The second, third, 
fourth and fifth floors will be given over to stock, of which a 
large volume and extensive line will be carried, it being the 
intention of the firm to largely develop its present business, In 
the basement will be storage room for heavy rolls.

OBITUARY. 


WitraM J. FAues. 
William J. Fales, of J. W. Fales & Co., and vice-president 
of the J. W. Fales Paper Company, of Seattle, Wash., died 
in the latter city late last week. The deceased was well 





known and highly respected in Seattle where he had come-- 
in 1900 to establish a branch of the Detroit firm which has 


been in existence for thirty-three years. 

“Mr. Fales met his death in a new building on First avenue, 
South, Seattle. With a friend he was inspecting the place, 
and in some manner fell and was fatally injured.. He died 
from a hemorrhage of the brain. He had been widely iden- 
tified with church work and benevolent societies, and had 
been a large contributor to charity organizations. 

He was single and was 34 years old. The funeral took place 
at his former home in Detroit. 


Josern BrapNer MerritT, 

Joseph Bradner Merritt, one of the pioneers in the paper busi- 
ness in this country, died in Chicago, last week. He was seventy- 
seven years old and had been connected with Bradner Smith & 
Co. for fifty-one years. During all that time he was manager 
of the firm’s mill at Rockton, Ill, Bradner Smith & Co. has been 
in existence only two years longer and is the oldest firm name in 
Chicago in any line of trade. 

Mr. Merritt was a cousin of John Bradner Smith, the founder 
of the firm, and of John Bradner Smith’s brother, Charles Mather 
Smith, now the venerable president of the corporation and father 
of C. F, Mather Smith, vice-president and active manager of the 
concern, As young men, Joseph Merritt and Charles Smith were 
both clerking for the Illinois Central Railroad at the same time. 
Both left that employment to enter the paper business. 

Several months ago Mr. Merritt went to the hospital in Rock- 
ford, Ill., to have an operation. The operation was started but 
never completed, the physicians declaring that they could not 
benefit him. After that time it was known that his death was 
only a question of weeks or months and he failed gradually, He 
was at the mill where he had spent the better part of his life 
only a couple of times after the visit to the hospital. 

Several weeks ago he came to Chicago to stay with his daugh- 
ter, the wife of H. L. Hollister, at their home on Sheridan Road. 
Previous to that Mr. Merritt, since the death of his wife in 1898, 
had lived in Beloit, Wis., a few miles across the State line from 
the Rockton mills,

Straw Board Manufacture in Holland. 


Mr. Frank D. Hill, the United States Consul at Amsterdam, 
teports on the manufacture of strawboard, an industry of mod- 
erate importance carried on in the northern provinces of Hol- 
land, where the building of new factories and the enlargement 
of old ones continue. He says: 

“Results, however, are not as brilliant as formerly, when the 
number of factories was smaller, and when there were no fac- 
tories working on a co-operative basis, which have recently been 
established by the large farmers, who formerly had to sell their 
straw at any price it would fetch to the few existing speculative 
factories. Whereas formerly only $2 per ton on an average was 


paid for straw, now the market price on an average may be. 


taken at $8. Prices of straw board have not increased in propor- 
tion, and where formerly dividends of 40 per cent. and over were 
paid, it now happens that factories close the book year at a 
loss in consequence of having entered into unprofitable contracts. 
Data from Holland, however, can scarcely avail for the United 
States, where conditions are distinctly different. Boilers in the 
Netherlands, for example, are principally supplied with turf and 
straw brought by water from the nearest place. Wages are very 
low even in comparison with other industrial centers of this 
country, and as factories deal only with a few customers, the 
administration of most of the factories is very primitive. 

“The quality of the. straw board made in the Netherlands dif- 
fers largely from the quality of the kind of straw- board in 
greatest demand in America; Holland produces principally 
smooth finish, against rough’ and medium finish in the United 
States. The cost price of a factory in the Netherlands of a 


capacity of 100 tons per week I estimated at about $40,200. Ex- 
ports of straw board from the consular district of Amsterdam 
to the United States in 1903 were, in value, $13,301; in 1904, 
$58,929; and in 1905, only $6,195.”

Henry C. Flonacher, manager of the Chicago office of the Tar- 
entum Paper Mills, Tarentum, Pa., had an exciting -experience 
while aytomobiling with his wife through one of Chicago’s parks 
Saturday evening. The zealous park policeman decided that the 
machine was exceeding the regulation speed limit, and when the 
chauffeur did not heed his shouts to stop, began firing with a 
revolver at the. speeding-occupants.- One-bullet struck the rear - 
tire, puncturing it and causing a sudden halt. Mrs. Flonacher 
became hysterical during the time she and her husband were 
under fire and Mr. Flonacher naturally became vengefully indig- 
nant. The policeman declared that the machine was going at a 
rate of twenty miles per hour.

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TWO KILLED, 20 HURT IN BOILER EXPLOSION.

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PURIFICATION OF OFF-LYES. 





Extracting or Transforming the Sugar in the Off-Lyes in Such a 
Manner That the Same Will Prove Harmless is Held 
to be One Solution of the Problem. 


(Translated for the Paper Trape Journat by Albert Komp.) 


Up to the present time a process for the purification of 
sulphite off-lyes in such a manner that the same can be freed 
irom any injurious effects in the effluence, is yet unknown, 

The numerous propositions for the utilization of these off- 
lyes have also not yet resulted in the solution of the difficult 
question by any means. It would therefore seem desirable that 
the feasible Frank-Lehmann process to prepare the off-lyes for 
cattle food should lead to a definite solution of the problem. 

However, we must delay our judgment until it is shown that 
those theoretically incontrovertible considerations that have 
led to the performance of this process are sufficiently confirmed 
in practice by positive economical results. 

Considering the importance of this problem, a short review 
of the present state of knowledge concerning the sulphite off- 
lye purification may be in order. 

It can be affirmed with perfect certainty that by the means 
of any precipitating agent a sufficient or satisfactory purification 
has not yet been, and probably never will be, accomplished. 
But this opinion does not exclude that a preparatory treatment 
of the lye by precipitation could still offer some advantage. It 
should even be admitted that without some kind of precipita- 
tion a satisfactory purification could not be accomplished. 

The process proposed by Frank several years ago, and also 
tried in several mills, appears to be especially qualified for this 
purpose. According to this process, the off-lyes are freed 
from the greatest part of sulphurous acids, respectively of 
sulphurous salts and resins. But experience has taught that 
this is not sufficient for producing an entirely purified condition 
of the off-lyes in the effluence to the river. For this purpose 
it is necessary, above all, to extract or transform the great 
quantities of sugar in the lyes in such a manner that the same 
will prove entirely harmless. It is well known that the origin 
of the large fungoid growth in the effluence is caused by the 
various sugar formations contained in the off-lyes. This fact 
has recently been confirmed in an interesting manner by Pro- 
fessor Hofer, of Munich. The professor directed a constant 
outflow of sulphite lyes into gutters installed for experimental 
purposes, and obtained, in the first instance, the appearance of 
a rich fungoid growth. He could furthermore state that the 
fermentation of hexoses (kinds of sugar) was the cause of that 
opulent growth of the sphaerotilus fungus. 

For example, in case, after a preceding neutralization of the 
sulphite off-lye, followed by a slight acidulation of the off-lye 
by organic acids, the lye was freed from sugar, owing to the 
fermentation of fungous yeast, by which latter process the 
substances of sugar had been transformed into alcohol and 
carbonic acid, then, and in this transformed condition of the 
off-lye, the creation of fungoid growth in the effluent gutters 
could not any longer take place. Even by the admission of 
the fermented lyes in various proportions of their concentra- 
tion of 1: 100 to 1: 10,000, and without interruption, the fungi 
would show a visible inclination to perish; at all events, it 
proved to be impossible to promote the fungoid growth by the 
described latter operation, 

Again, experiments made with solutions of hexoses, for in- 
stance grape sugar, resulted in producing an immediate exuber- 

_ant production of fungi, so that within a few days the trial 
gutters were entirely overgrown with the trouble. However, 


corresponding solutions of pentoses, arabinoses, rhamnoses 
and xyloses, known to be contained in the sulphite off-lye in 
considerable quantities, proved to possess no influence what- 
ever on the growth of the fungus sphairotilus.

The controlling in- 
terest will be held by F. H. Hesse, of the Hesse Envelope Com- 
pany, of St. Louis, and the Texas plant, while a separate cor- 
poration, will be considered a branch of the St. Louis house. 
There has never been an envelope manufactured in the State of 
Texas and this new factory will come to Dallas as a long-felt 
want. 





Paper Chairs and Car Wheels. 


RicHMonpD, Va., July 28, 1906.—Paper cordage is being used 
extensively for wire insulation. Cloakmakers use a great deal of 
it in one way and another in cording cloaks, and it figures ex- 
tensively in millinery trimmings. Carpet and rug manufacturers 
are now making carpets and handsome rugs entirely of paper 
cordage, and the Wortendyke Company, of this city, ships car- 
loads of cordage every week that is used solely in the manufac- 
ture of carpets and rugs. 

To laymen who have had no occasion to keep up with the 
enlargement of the paper business it will be news when they learn 
that chair bottoms and car seats are now being made of paper 
cords. Many of the so-called cane-bottom chairs on the market 
are paper-bottom chairs, and thousands upon thousands of rolls 
of the paper cordage that goes into the bottoms of chairs and 
car seats are turned out from the Wortendyke Mills, on 
Thirteenth street. 

Such is the business of this unique establishment, and it is 
doing an immense business, for, as before stated, its products 
not only go into every State in the United States, but the com- 
pany is branching out and building up business in Canada, Cuba 
and England.

PAPER.—AIl branches of the trade are at present very quiet, 
as the demand is now at its lowest ebb. Some mill men report a 
slightly increased activity in their lines which shows that dealers 
and large consumers are placing orders for fall delivery. Buyers 
are no doubt aware of the fact that quotations are at their lowest 
figure and that from now on they will be advancing gradually. 
In the jobbing line there is very little doing and all branches that 
secure supplies from the dealers are very quiet. News is in slow 
demand and rather week. Writings, Bonds and Ledgers are in 
poor demand. Book papers are in a very weak condition. Manilas, 
fibres and wrapping papers are in small demand, as the depart- 
ment stores and other consumers are buying very little. All 
kinds of roofing papers are in excellent call. Tissues remain un- 
changed. Bag papers are still suffering from the general weak- 
ness which has held them for some time. Very little is doing 
in the box board line just now, but some improvement is ex- 
pected about the middle of the month. Although the general 
condition of the market may be said to be very dull the pros- 
pects for a little improvement shortly look very bright. All 
branches of the trade are preparing for an excellent fall busi-

BAGGING, ETC.—There is a good demand for most of the 
grades and especially the jute stocks, which are still scarce and 
high in price, and a supply sufficient to meet the present demand 
cannot be obtained.

CHINA CLAY.—The withdrawals on contracts and new 
orders for the week have been fair, considering the mid- 
summer, when trade usually is slow. Sales were on the basis 
of $12.00 and upward per ton for imported ex-dock and ex- 
store, and domestic at $8.00 and upward per ton delivered. 


TALC.—The demand continues fairly good, and business, 
both in the way of withdrawals and new orders, during the 
week amounted to a good volume. Domestic is on the basis 
of $17.00 and upward, and Italian at $22.00@75.00 per ton 
delivered. 

ROSIN.—In response to a firmer and higher Savannah mar- 
ket, due to an increased demand there, prices here were ad- 
vanced from 5c. to 20c. on the medium and pale grades, but 
this had no especial influence on the demand, which only 
showed a slight improvement.
